Fisli and Plesli- 

On the 16th of last month a thrill of 
horror ran through this oommtjnity upon 
hearing that one of tho most l)rntal anil 
odld-blob'ded murders -w hich stain the 
pages of human history had booncoinrait- 
tod on Sail Juau Island. Tho feeling 
douhtless derived intensification from thu 
fact that, although residing in territory 
now under a foreign fing, the victiuiii of 
the fiendish crime were so intimately 
idontiflod with this community that they 
irere regarded as part and parcel of it. 
On tho 18th many hundreds of oiu- citi- 
zens gazed upon tho distorted and out- 
ragad eorpHOS of Dwyor and his wife, and 
fow eyes were drj'. I^ot many davH after 
three arrests wore made. Kxauiination 
followed Gxamination, and moat persons 
tritnosBod with Batisfaction tlio taut and 
BBal displayed by all concerned in their 
endeaTors to unravel the mystery and se- 
cure the guilty parties. It will not be 
necessary that we shouldreoite the various 
issues and incidents; suffice it to say that 
there would no longer appear to ho any 
reasonable doubt that tho riglit piirticu 
were Beoored; as there now seems to bo 
eVenr probability of tha'oulpritsi being 
handed over to the United States authori- 
ties, there to bo tried and punished for 
thoir terrible crime. If it is belioved that 
these wretclios have had fair play at the 
hands of our own authorities, and wo 
opine none will bo inclined to (jncstion 
that, the general result must ho highly 
satisfactory, as it is oreditable, to this 
community. Now that all danger of 
prejjdiciug tho case is past, tlioro is 
another feature in this dark cha])tor of in- 
cidents to which we feel juatilied in ad- 
verting. On the Sthinst. our local con- 
temporary, with its accustomed indelica- 
cy, rushed to tho rescue of ttiese poor 
murderers, with nearly a column and a 
half of sympathy. Although tho cose was 
then at its most critical stage, our con- 
temiiorary did not hesitate to pronounco 
the prisouors wholly innocent of the 
crime laid tp their charge. Nay, it went 
further, and soundly lectured all concern- 
ed for tho gross wrong inflicted upon tho 
persona of the poor, dear fellows, and 
strongly urged their immodiato libera- 
tion. It was so very annoying and inoon- 
Tenienttoho arrcstod on the pnbUc streets, 
on more suspicion, kept in prison three 
ireary weeks and marched up to the Po- 
lice Court as many times, only to be 
marched down again. It was a shame 
and a disgrace, so it was, to place tlionido 
iron bracelets of the criminal upon tho 
delicate limbs of these precious youths; 
and it proceeded to givo all tlueo good 
characters, especially "Joe," who appears 
ta have completely won >1;he heart (?) of 
our contemporary, and whose innocent 
looks and winning ways it made the theme 
of some very imi)reasivo obsorvntions. 
Waxing indignant, our con temporary cc- 
ol&imed, "Wore the prisoners wliito men, 
and had friends to interest thorn solves in 
their behalf, they would not be held as 
priaoQers week ^ter week as they have 
been, apon snch trumpery evidence. . . . 
But these man are ]only Indians and Ka- 
nakas, apparently without friends or in- 
fluence, and it proceeded to demand tho 
release of the precious trio, ox!)rossing 
its belief ''that no Indian or Kanaka, but 
a white mun perpetrated that murder." 
Fortunately for tho ends of justice and 
for society, the article upon which we have 
been animadverting failed to imjji-ess the 
authorities so as to ncconiulish the philan- 
thropic object its author liad in view, viz, 
the instant and unconditional release of 
the redskin demons who had so won the 
heart of oar contemporary. It did not 
even serve to excite a momentary sympa- 
thy in the public mind. Oh, tho heart- 
less public! What does tlin organ think 
of its darlings now? Kcader, permit us 
to direct your attention for a moment to 
another matter by way of illustrating 
the consistency of our contemporary. 
On the 5th of May intelligence was re- 
ceived of tho Superintendent of Police 
having shot two Indians, near Port Ru- 
pert, hocaiiso they objected to tiio sei'/nre 
of thoir whisky; and it may Ijo slated en 
passant, that there are those who still 
olaim the liberty of thinking that the Sul- 
livan shooting was, so to speak, n^orally 
accessory to the San Juan murder. ' Well, 
by his own confession, Sullivan shot two 
Indians, in thoir own canoe, whioliis their 
castle, and in tho iiresonco of their wives. 
Had our sympathetic contomponiry any 
word of pity for the jioor Indian in this 
instance? Oh, dear, no. The Indian is 
"only an Indian," mere "fish," when ho 
comes to bo shot down like fun by "our 
plucky Superintendent of I'olioo." It is 
only when ho comna to Ijo the ei-ui;l niur- 
derer of a white couple and their unborn 
child, that tho Indian is "llosh," hiuI de- 
mands onr sympathy. Tho proposition 
tbat Sullivan should undergo tho degra- 
dation of a trial was denounced as a licart- 
Ibss outrage upon a "gontlonian and olTi- 
cor,"andovon thosuggesuun tliiiL lie should 
ho temporarily suspended from his olli- 
cial duties was characterized as a ])iecc of 
infamous malice. BntSnllivnn wus "tlcsli." 
Onr contemporary yrM greatly .distressed 
. beoaase, as alleged, ics Vkxee pmteges were 
friendless in Court. But Sullivan had 
lots of friends in Court. CwtT' I'jVon tiio 
Crown Proaooutor (?) was his irumdl-'isM 
And yet our contemporary had no word 
of sympathy for Portlot's widow, who was 
friendless in Court iu souroli of IJritish 
Justico. But, then, she was "only an In- 
dian." Slio was "fish," and wln.t hiivo 
"fish" to do with symjjathy, much less 
justice? How would the matter have 
stood if Portlet had shotSuIIifan?
